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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Gregory Lowen on December 15, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 1 and 28 are cancelled. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 12, 18, 21, 22, and 24-27 are amended by the recitation "The dressing according 
to claim 1" being deleted, and the recitation — The kit according to claim 32 ~ has been inserted 
in its place. 

Claims 8-11, 13-17, 23, and 29-31 are amended by the recitation "The dressing" being deleted, 
and the recitation - The kit — has been inserted in its place. 

New claim 32 is added: 

Claim 32. A kit for forming a skin dressing, comprising: 

a first dressing component carrying immobilized oxidoreductase enzyme in dried 
condition; and 

a second dressing component carrying a source of water; 
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wherein a substrate for the immobilized oxidoreductase enzyme is present in at 
least one of said first and second dressing components; 

wherein the second dressing component is for application to the skin and the first 
dressing component is for application above the second dressing component distal to said 
skin to form a skin dressing such that water migrates from the second dressing 
component towards the first dressing component and acts to hydrate the immobilized 
oxidoreductase enzyme in the first dressing component at least at the surface of the first 
dressing component proximate to the second dressing component, with the hydrated 
immobilized oxidoreductase enzyme catalyzing the conversion of atmospheric oxygen to 
hydrogen peroxide for transport through the first and second dressing components to the 
skin for conversion to oxygen, and 

wherein said first and second dressing components are provided separately from 
one another such that there is no fluid communication therebetween prior to combination 
on the skin to form a skin dressing.
